Humbert, had died and lett 
to Madame many millions of dollars. 
It was given out that the fortune was 
in valuable securities and that the ec- 
centric American had framed his will 
so that they could not -be disposed of 
for some years. Then there were oth- 
er complications! 


Spurious relatives, Madame told her 


friends, had appeared and had begun 
a contest. Pending the contest Mad- 
ame would and did turn over to the 
court for sealing purposes the valuable 
securities 'Crawford had left her.

The order is an inter-denomination- 


al religious order, the works of char- 
ity and benevolence that characterize

The object of the organization may

Constitution: "The oly acts of this 
society are 'to develope spiritual life. 
and stimulate Christian activities."

Various athletic clubs 
have taken up ice sports, and. of 
course, every strong limbed lad living 
within hailing distance of a river, lake 
or pond is a devotee, of the splendid 
pastimes afforded by the frozen sur- 
faces, but at the same time there is 
vast room for improvement of the offi- 
cial conduct of ice games, so far as 
their national scope is concerned. We 
really have no national sports of this 
nature conducted by an authorized or- 
ganization or association, as is the 
case in Canada, our so -called National 
Skating association confining its activ- 
ity principally to eastern events, but 
instead have a number of independent 
bodies in widely separated parts of the 
country, each identifying itself only 
with the-affairs of its own locality.

in national ice sports, and it is unfor- 
tunate that such a state of affairs is 
permitted to exist. There are few pas- 
times more spectacular and fascinating 
to participant and spectator alike than 
skating, with its many variations, such 
as figure skating, skate jumping, -etc., 
hockey and, last, but not least,__ ice boat- 
ing.

to .have power over the various ele- 
ments. '"Boiling water will immedi- 
ately cool if this bone be thrown into 
the vessel," says Livy, "nor will the 
water again boil until the bone is re- 
moved. To find this bone, lay the dead 
toad on an ant hilL 
When the ants 


have eaten it all away except the 
bones, take each bone separately and 
drop it into the boiling water. Thus 
may the wondrous toad bone be dis- 
covered." 


Some Bnrkless Dogs. 


To teach a dog not to bark would 


seem to be. as impossible a task as 
teaching a child not to. cry or a boy not 
to talk loud. But there is a case on rec- 
ord where a dog was so taught, though 
it took the trainer three years to accom- 
plish it. Then he thought he had a dog 
that differed from all other dogs in the 
world, but in this he was mistaken, for 
there are at least three varieties of dogs 
that never bark— the lion headed dog 
of /Tibet, the shepherd dog of Egypt 
and the Australian dog. These would 
be the right kind for * pets, so that 
nervous people would not be disturbed 
at night. The law in some countries is 
very severe on night barking dogs. In 
Japan, for instance, the owner of one 
is liable to 'arrest and to a penalty of 
one year's work on the complaint of 
any one who has been disturbed by the 
barking. 


Kettle Bridge*. 


Perhaps the most remarkable bridges 


In the world are the kettle bridges in 
Russia and Siberia, of which Cossack 
soldiers are expert builders. They are 
built up of the soldiers" lances and 
cooking kettles. Seven or eight lances 
are placed under the handles of a num- 
ber of kettles and fastened by means 
of ropes to form a raft A sufficient 
number of these rafts, each of which 
will bear the weight of half a ton, arc 
fastened together, and in the space of 
an hour a bridge is formed on which 
an army may cross in confidence and 
safety.

After spending two years in east arc- 


tic Siberia, making a study of the 
strange tribos that inhabit its bleak 
shores, Professor Waldumar Jochelson 
has returned to New York and made 
a report to the American Museum of 
Natural Ilistory that is considered one 
of the most important ever tiled with 
the department of anthropology of that 
or any similar institution, says the 
New York World. 


Morris K. Jesup conceived in ISDGthe 


idea that the question could be settled 
;whether the American Indian was of 
Asiatic origin or not—whether he came 
to this part of the hemisphere .from 
across Bering strait or landed on these 
shores from some other part of the 
earth. To him it seemed that primitive 
man could not have passed from one 
continent to another except by way of 
the narrow strjp of water away up in 
the arctic region. He gave $50,000 to 
the American Museum of Natural Ilis- 
tory for the purpose of causing to be 
made a study of the mysterious east 
arctic Siberian tribes, with this point 
chiefly iu view. 


What was known as the Jesup north 


Pacific expedition -was fitted out by the 
museum, with the assistance of the 
Russian Imperial Academy of Sciences 
and the Russian Imperial Geographical 
society. Professor Waldemar .lochel- 
son and Professor Waldemar Bogoras, 
both Russians and associated with the 
Russian Academy of Sciences, were 
engaged Toy the museum to undertake 
the task. 
They have brought hack 


with them conclusive proof, so they 
assert, that the American Indian and 
the Asiatic Eskimo are close kin and 
that both originally came from China. 


The evidence that these conclusions 


are correct consists of 1,500 specimens 
and exhibits taken from among the na- 
tive tribes of the remote Siberian coast. 
Professors Jochelson and Bogoras have 
among their specimens a piece of Jap- 
anese iron over 200 years old found in 
the far northland and many weapons 
and legends which prove that the arc- 
tic Siberian and the American Indian 
were one and the same centuries ago.. 
All of this is taken to prove that there 
•was what these explorers call a "round 
Pacific race," meaning that the inhab- 
itants of China, Japan, arctic Siberia 
and North and South America -were 
originally all one and the same race. 


Professor Jochelson cannot 
speak 


English, but a story of the experiences 
of the expedition was told by Pro- 
fessor Bogoras. 


"In the division of the work," he 


said, "I took the tribes farther north, 
while the interior was gone over by 
Professor Jochelson. I went straight- 
way to the most northern part of Asi- 
atic Russia, away out near Bering 
strait. 
This brought me among the 


Chukchi tribe. 
They are reindeer 


breeders. For three years I wandered 
•with the band and became one of tbem. 
I found that these people undoubtedly 
belong to the same stack ns the Ameri- 
can Indian. 


"Whether the Indian crossed over to 


that country or whether tbe arctic peo- 
ple crossed over to this continent I can- 
not say, but I am quite sure that we 
hove, by our investigations, brought 
out sufficient proof to establish forever 
to the civilized world that there was 
one round PaciSc race of the same 
stock as the Chinese and Japanese. 


"I found the words of the Chukchi 


tribe are the same in many instances 
as the words used by the American In- 
dians for conveying the same thought. 
I have compiled a dictionary of the 
language of arctic tribes of about 20.- 
000 words, and while 1 was there I 
learned to speak their language. Pro- 
fessor Jochelson was all this time in 
the interior studying the life and cus- 
toms of the Yookaghirs. the Koryaks 
and tbe Yakats. We studied the laii- 
'guages spokeu by the different tribes. 
We picked up relics and specimens of 
•weapons and got the legends and tra- 
ditions of the various peoples with 
;whom we went to live. 


"We had cameras with TIS and took 


pictures everywhere we weat and we 
took with us American phonographs 
and bad the natives speak into them, 
thus being able to get records of their 
voices, giving language and accent, 
•which can be used in furthering our 
comparative study of the American In- 
dian. It was very amusing t" see the 
Eskimo talk in the iihonoginpb ard 
afterward listen to his own worr.s. They 
thought it was a live creature imitating 
them.

EFFECT OF ARMY RATIONS. 


Porto Rican Soldiers Grew Taller 


After Eating Them Si* 3Ionths. 
W. K. Landis, who is postmaster at 


San Juan, Porto Rico, is in Washing- 
ton ca a visit to his brother. Represent- 
ative Landis of Indiana, says the Phil- 
adelphia Ledger and Times corre- 
spondent Referring to a recently pub- 
lished statement to the effect that tbe 
uniforms sent tbe rural guards in. the 
Philippines were proving too small in 
cousequence of the abundance aud ex- 
cellence of the army ration, Mr. Lan- 
ciis gave an interesting illustration of 
the effect of tbe army ration on tbe 
Porto Rican soldiers:

HOSPITAL FOR 


CHICAGO 


[Special Correspondence.] 


Chicago, Dec. 1(5.—The various ru- 


inors regarding J. Ogden Armour's in- 
tention of making public recognition of 
the reclamation of his little daughter 
Lolita from a life of helplessness have 
at last crystallized Into the dctinite 
announcement that Mr. Armour has 
decided to honor the skill of \)r. Adolf 
Lorenz by founding in Chicago a hos- 
pital and new scliool of surgery to be 
known as the Lolita Armour Institute 
of Bloodless Surgery. It is understood 
that Dr. Friedrich Muller, who for six 
years has been Dr. Lorenz's assistant, 
will be the first head of the institute. 


The story of how Mr. Armour made 


his intention known is in itself not de- 
void of interest. When Dr. Lorenz and 
Dr. Muller Avere passing through Chi- 
cago, bound east, after their tour of 
the western cities, they were enter- 
tained at Mr. Armour's home, and be- 
fore leaving Dr. Lorenz made a thoi-- 
ough examination of his youthful pa- 
tient. At the conclusion of this he in- 
formed the anxious parents that their 
child was now as well as any child. 


Upon this Mr. and Mrs. Armour 


turned to Dr. Muller, and Mr. Armour 
then informed that surgeon that he in- 
tended to establish an institution or a 
school of bloodless surgery in com- 
memoration of his daughter's cure 
through the skill of Dr. Lorenz. He 
urged that Dr. Muller become the head 
of the institute. The wealthy Chicago 
man then said that for the first time 
since Lolita Armour was born he and 
Mrs. Armour were happy. 


"Make Chicago your home, and you 


will not regret it," added Mr. Armour 
to Dr. Muller. 


Dr. Muller requested the advice of 


Dr. LoreiM. and the latter said, that the 
offer should be accepted. Mr. Armour 
and Dr. Mnller then grasped hands, 
and the agreement was made. They at 
once discussed plans for the institu- 
tion. 


According to the announced intention 


of Mr. Armour, the institute will be 
absolutely free to all in need of treat- 
ment. There is not to be a knife in the 
place, and a specialty will be made of 
treating children who are crippled as 
the little Armour girl was. It is under- 
stood that a site has been selected al- 
ready and that the only thing remain- 
ing to 'be done is the construction of 
the building and its equipment. The 
hospital will require an endowment of 
nearly ?3,OQO,000 to insure an income 
of $100,000 a year.

warmth to the fowl as the whole grain, j 
Another objection is that beginners are 
apt to think that a hen may be fed 
all the mash she can eat in the evening 
with safety. 
This is wrong, as the 


bens do not exercise in eating soft feed, 
and therefore on going to roost with a 
full crop they have got the greater part 
of their daily ration without working 
for it. 


But if the mash is fed at noon a very 


little should be given; also ths morning 
feed should be light, with a full feed 
of whole grain at night. The following 
manner of feeding has proved very sat- 
isfactory with me this winter: After 
the hens have gone to roost 1 scatter 
whole grain in the litter and rake it in 
with an iron rake. 1 use equal parts 
by measurement of cracked corn, wheat 
and oats for this feed and give one 
handful to every three hens. At noon 
give a mash of equal parts of ground 
grain and cut clover or vegetables. Give 
about one quart of the mash,, after it 
has been mixed with wate", to fifteen 
hens. At night give mixed grains, as 
in the morning, only give a full hand- 
ful to each fowl. Under this method 
of feeding the fowls are kept hungry 
until the full feed at night and are 
continually scratching through the day 
for some stray grain. I believe that 
there is more danger of overfeeding 
than underfeeding fowls, especially 
with beginners.—E. P. Tabor, Jr., in 
Commercial Poultry.

Lieutenant Lawrence Spear, former- 


ly naval constructor, who recently read 
a papfer in New York on submarine 
war vessels before the Society of Naval 
Architects and Marine Engineers, gave 
to a representative of the New York 
Tribune the other day an interesting 
description of his experience while un- 
der water during a three hours' trial 
of the Adder in Peconic bay. 


"We traveled fifteen miles under wa- 


ter that day without coming to the sur- 
face once," said he, "and I tell yon it 
got to be quite monotonous after the 
first hour. Eleven of us were down 
there, nearly eighteen feet below tbe 
surface. There was no noise to speak 
of except that made by the electric mo- 
tor driving the boat through the water 
at a seven knot clip. Captain Frank 
Cable stood with his head in the con- 
ning tower, steering by the little com- 
pass and timing the boat by his watch, 
so that he knew when to turn her 
around and begin the return trip, for 
we were circling around a three mile 
course. 


'•Once in a while I looked through the 


little portholes in the conning tower. 
You could see the water rushing by, 
but nothing else could be distinguished 
except the small brass whistle which 
stands close to the rear of the tower; 
the rest was just a wall of green water 
through which we were rushing. Ob- 
jects ten feet away could not be seen. 
As for the air, it was as pure as any 
would be in a room of the same area. 


"It was a good deal purer than manyr 


a cardrooai where I've seen men sit. not 
for three hours, but for ten and twelve, 
with closed doors and with the air so 
foul with tobacco smoke that you could 
cut it, and yet they never knew the dif- 
ference,- so long as their stack of chips 
grew taller. No one is allowed to smoke 
while on board these boats on account 
of the gasoline which is used to drive 
the engine when the boat is running on 
the surface, but there is no trouble 
whatever about having plenty of air to 
breathe." 


The batteries •which generate the 


power to run the submarine boats while . 
they are submerged arc stowed out of 
sight under the floor amidships. The 
air tanks are distributed along the 
sides. The gasoline engine is in the ex- 
treme after part and the torpedo tube 
in the bow. There is plenty of room be- 
low for a dozen men to live for many 
hours.

It was a relief both to him and to Lil- 
lie, since Henry was put on parole and 
permitted to remain at home. Amoug 
the men who had captured him were 
many of her old -friends, who convinced 
them that the recent Confederate suc- 
cesses precluded the possibility of the 
north ever restoring the Union. This is 
uot ramarkable when at that time 
some of our most prominent Union 
generals were of that opinion. Proba- 
bly what influenced Henry most was 
that the southerners would probably 
never be driven away from his home 
again and he -would not have to endure 
a long separation from Lillie. Yielding 
to the persuasion of all except his fa- 
ther, who was absent from home, com- 
manding a Union regiment, he accept- 
ed the appointment of captain in the 
Confederate army. Lillie, not fully 
realizing what he had done, was de- 
lighted. 


"While we were lying at Murfrees- 


boro in the spring of 1SG3, in one of our 
brushes -with the enemy's cavalry Hen- 
ry Morgan was captured, recognized, 
tried for desertion to the enemy and 
sentenced to be shot. I was acting as 
provost marshal at the time and had 
charge of the prisoner. A few days 
before his appointed execution he sent 
for me. Dwelling on his unnatural 
taking off, he was planning to render 
it as light as possible to his sveet- 
heart Could she not be led to believe 
that he had. died in battle, or, better 
yet. be left under the impression that 
be was among the missing and -would 
some day come back to her? I have 
never seen a case of such uncfcnscious- 
ness of the disgraceful act for which 
he suffered. He. gave me the whole 
story, not the bare synopsis I have 
given you, but much to show me that 
he and Lillie Storms were actually 
•what witb married people is often an 
empty name, 'one.' At any rate, her 
misfortune had obliterated his own. 
He begged so hard that after consul- 
tation with the general commanding 1

UPON HIS PATIENTS.

The fish doctor, like the regular doc- 


tor, gives inc'dichic, performs surgical 
operations nnd superintends his pa- 
tients' diet arid environment. 
These 


:ire the principal operations which he 
performs: Trimming the fish's tail with 
fish shears when fungous growths en- 
large it; stripping the lisli to remove 
the eggs or milt that have not been 
naturally deposited; excising with the 
lance tumors, lacerated scales and 
splinters of bone. 


Among the medicines that the Osli 


doctor gives are castor oil for swelling 
of the swimming bladder and uux vom- 
ica for debility and emaciation. This 
specialist also presides over the food 
of the fish, inspects their food troughs 
thoroughly and makes microscopic ex- 
aminations of their water to see that it 
contains the proper life giving elements 
in their due proportions. 
Regarding 


these matters, which are as important 
to healthy as to sick fish, the leading 
fish doctor of Philadelphia recently 
said: 


"A food trough of enameled ware 


(hat will not rust should be used for 
tish. At the same time each day their 
oatmeal should be put in this trough, 
wh:'h should always be kept in tho 
same place, and as a consequence of 
this treatment the fish will gather 
around their trough at mealtime, which 
they will instinctively recognize, as 
greedily as hogs, burying their noses 
in the food when it is set before them 
and crowding and pushing one another 
in a healthy, ravenous and hoglike 
manner. The trough should be cleaned 
once a day lest it get sour, but the wa- 
ter ef the fish should rarely be changed. 
Even when it becomes foul smelling it 
should only be changed gradually—a 
quart a day, say—for to change it all 
at once has the effect of a terrible ex- 
posure—is, indeed, the same as if you 
should snatch a child from its warm 
bed and lay it naked out of doors in the 
cold night wind and snow." 


It is not the detention of fish from 


their native element that makes fish 
surgery difficult, for they can be kept 
out of "the water for five, six and sev- 
en minutes without the slightest harm 
to them, and there is no operation that 
requires a longer space of time. 
But 


what makes it difficult is the disincli- 
nation of the flesh to heal after it has 
been eut. A wound to heal requires to 
be dry. Nothing is more deleterious to 
it than any sort of moisture, and hence 
the troubles of a fish wound bathed 
and soaked in water all the time. In- 
evitably, therefore, fish operations are 
simple and slight. 


One of them is the trimming of tails 


enlarged to unwieldicess by growths 
of fungus. In this wcri: sharp shears, 
with blades oddly curved—fish shears- 
are employed. The fish is lifted from 
the water and held head downward 
while its tail is being trimmed. A dex- 
terous operator gets through the work 
in two or three minutes. There is no 
flow of blood and no gaping wound 
that will not heal; hence tail trimming 
is in nine cases out of ten successful. 
It must be resorted to often with Jap- 
anese goldfish, for these costly and 
graceful creatures, with their resem- 
blance to. strange golden flowers, have 
tails bigger than their bodies, and when 
tiieir tails, as frequently happens, be- 
come affected with fungus, they are uu- 
able to swim well, and sometimes, in- 
deed, they drown. 
A fish "drowns" 


technically when, floating with its bead 
out of the water, it dies from asphyxia- 
tion. 


The knife is used on fish to remove 


tumors or l-.cerated scales or splintered 
bones, wl.u-h. unexcised, would cause 
the fish':- c>nth. 
Lacerations of the 


scales arc or.ly treated when they are 
so severe ihr.t the fish without treat- 
ment would surely die. This operation 
is success!!:! in about 70 per cent of the 
cases. The remaining 30 per cent die 
because their wounds do not heal. 


Stripping is an operation resorted to 


when, in the breeding season, the tish. 
through some malady or other, does 
not deposit naturally its eggs or its 
milt. The patient in this operation is 
held with the left hand while with the 
right a firm pressure is exerted along 
its sides from the breast down to the 
taiL Stripping is the lenst dangerous 
of nil the operations in fish surgery. 


Admirable results are obtained by 


dosing fish with medicines. Castor oil. 
for swelling of the swimming bladder, 
is a remedy that seldom fails. A fish's 
dose of castor oil is one drop, diluted 
slightly. The liquid may be adminis- 
tered either with a spoon or with a 
quill toothpick. The process in each 
case is sh;:i:nr- »Th° fssb 5s held in an 
erect position, its head weli up. and the 
drippings from the toothpick or the 
conlenls of the s|xx>n are directed into 
51s mouth. Sometimes they flow forth 
nsain through the gills, and in this 
event t'ue dose must Iv repeated, 


A swollen swimming bladder is a 


frequent and dangerous ailment of 
captive fish. Cnder it they become ex- 
tremely corpulent and unwieldy.

The Corn 


Those who have enjoyed the "corn 


dodger" of Virginia will be glad to 
have this recipe, given by a noted old 
negro cook: Take white cornmeaL sift 
and measure a cup and a half, add 
a teaspoonful of salt, a half cup of 
boiled rice and a teaspoonful of short- 
ening. 
Mash tbe rice through the 


flour. Now add gradually, stirring all 
the tiiae, three cups of boiling water. 
Tbe batter should be just thick enough 
to keep its shape and not run. Grease 
a shallow baking tin. 
With a targe 


spoon drop the batter on to the tins so 
as to make little cakes. Bake in an 
oven hot enough lo crust over quickly. 
They should be just thick enough to 
split open in two layers, moist inside 
nnd crusty outside. Butter while hot.

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FAMOUS 


MADONNAS 


I 


T was but a short time after the 


death of the mother of Jesus that 
what has been referred to in his- 
tory as the "worship of the Ma- 
donna" began. Immediately after 


her burial an oratory was erected in the 
valley of Jehoshaphat, whither her fol- 
lowers made frequent pilgrimages for 
the purpose of extolling her as the em- 
bodiment of virtue. 
vlt was but natural that the Madonna 
and the Christ Child should be favorite 
subjects for the old masters of paint- 
Ing and sculpture. It would 'be impos- 
sible to say just how many Madonnas 
have been painted by the artists of the 
Christian era, but it may be mentioned 
that a few years ago when an Ameri- 
can photographer undertook to make a 
composite face of the Virgin Mary he 
used copies of 300 works, every one of 
which was considered by competent 
Judges to be entitled to the designation 
"famous." Of those which are known 
to the general public, however, the best 


- liked are the Sistine Madonna, by Ra- 


phael; "Madonna and Child," by Bo- 
denhausen; "Our Lady of the Angels," 
by Bouguereau; "Madonna and Child," 
by Murillo; "Madonna of the Burgo- 
master," by Hans Holbein; "Adoring 
Mother," by F. Goodhall, and heads of 
the Virgin Mary by Cimabue, Bellini, 
Botticelli, Pra Angelico, Leonardo da 
Vinci, Carlo Dolce and Piglhein. Near- 
ly every one" of these really great art- 
ists has painted "Mother and Child" in 
various poses, and it is a remarkable 
fact that not only has each' painter pre- 
served in all of his works the charac- 
teristics of one which brought him into 
notice, but that all the faces of the Ma- 
donna when critically examined are 
strikingly alike in feature and expres- 
sion. This is all the more remarkable 
when it is considered that these are 
necessary idealizations painted from 
conception of character instead of from 
physical observation, though it is al- 
leged that*many of the most famous 
Madonnas were drawn from beautiful 
women of the times. If this is so, it 
must be admitted that the artists dis- 
played excellent judgment in selecting 
.suitable subjects, for the general simi- 
larity of all the Madonnas has been fre- 
quently commented upon. 


St. Augustine stated in no uncertain 


terms that no portrait of the Virgin ex- 
isted in his time, but there was never- 
theless a story to the ^effect that the 
Empress Eudocia 
discovered 
while 


traveling in the Holy Land a painting 
of the Madonna which was thought to 
have been made from life. This is said 
to have been forwarded to a church in 
Constantinople, whence, after many vi- 
cissitudes, it found its way to the Ca- 
thedral of St. Mark in Venice. There 
it is still said to be, though the weight 
of history would appear to be against 
this theory. 


Of the famous painters of Madonnas, 


none had more interesting careers than 
Bouguereau and Dolce. Adolphe Wil-

liam Bouguereau is. indeed, as versatile 
as any artist of modem time-1!, for while 
he justiy won undying- fame by h!s 
magnificently executed pictures on reli- 
gious subjects, he is also recognized as 
one of the best delineators of the hu- 
man figure the world has ?ver pro- 
duced. Bougru5rea«"s critics, while con- 
ceding his great delicacy, contend that 
his work lacks the force which should 
be a characteristic of eiery artist who 
aspires to a place among the elect, 


Dole* 3s notable larsc-ly by reason of 


having painted a Madonna which has 
been more generally discussed than 
that of any othir artist devoted to the 
Idealization on canvas of Biblical char- 
acters. His detractors—and their name 
Is legion—deciare that he was wn3; to 
a surprising degr&e an<3 afTett to be un- 
able to underslan'1 v.-hy his ni7ne 
should have Jived through the centu- 
ries. On tfef other handl, no portrait of 
the Madonna has ever been more popu- 


lar with the people at large than 
Dolce's. 
Piglhein is another artist 


whose work has been most highly com- 
mended in some quarters at the same 
time that it was disparaged in others, 
his detractors in some cases going to 
the length of declaring that his figures 
are never "in proportion."

Indian Iloj hood. 


"Wh-it boy would not be an Indian 


for awhile when he thinks of the freest 
life in the world?" n^ks the Indian 
writer, Afr Charles A. Knstinan, in his 
book, "Indian Boyhood." But while 
Indian bo;.s have the freedom of the 
woods they have a more severe train- 
ing than white bo.is to lit them for 
what their tribe believes to be- the du- 
ties of. manhood. Mr. Kastuian thus re- 
calls his own experience1: 


It seems' to be a popular idea that the 


characteristic skill of the Indian is in- 
blinctive aud hereditary. This is a mis- 
take. All the stoicism and patience of 
the Indian are acquired traits, ant! con- 
tinued practice alone make's him master 
of the art of woodcraft. 


Physical training and dieting were 


not neglected. I remember that 1 was 
not allowed to have waim beef soup or 
any warm drink. The soup was for the 
old men. General rules for the .\onng 
were never to take their food veiy hot 
nor to drink much water. 


My uncle, who educated nie up to the 


time when I was fifteen years of age. 
was a strict disciplinarian and a good 
teacher. When I left the tepee in the 
morning, he would say, "Hakadah, look 
closely to everything jou see," and at 
evening, on my retuin, he used often 
to catechise me for an hour or so.

It was his custom to let me name all

Water Eeti itched. 


A surprising- feat may be accom-

4 Tropical Celebrat'on With Santa 


Clans Left Oat. 


The white people of Jamaica cele- 


brate Christmas in spirit rather than in 
active observance. Of course Santa 
Clans is unknown here, for wnat would 
Kris Kringle do in bis fur raiment and 
with bis reindeers in a land where few 
indeed of the people know what snow 
is and fewer still ever saw it Outdoor 
sport is out of the question, and even 
lawn tennis cannot be substituted for 
the skating and tobogganing of the 
north. The white people sit or swing 
in hammocks under the cool shade of 
the palm trees and look with curious 
interest over the holiday numbers of 
English and American magazines, with 
their strange pictures of snow scenes, 
and read tbe stories of CUristinastide 
In the land of Kris Kringle and Jack 
Frost After sundown there are social 
gatherings, at which the guests sit out 
on the verandas, eat ice cream, fan 
themselves and while away the even- 
ing with conversation and in that 
"sweet doing nothing" way that Is 
such a feature of life in the tropics 
Very many of tbe white people of Ja- 
maica were born in tbe island and so 
know nothing of tbe Christmas cus- 
toms of tbe north. But there are also 
quite a number of Americans and Brit- 
ishers here, and these try various ways 
to get up a semblance of Christmas, but 
it is like tbe crew of a polar expedition 
celebrating Fourth of July while ice- 
bound in tbe Arctic circle, and their 
Christmas is mostly one of reminis- 
cence. Still wintering in the tropics Is 
not without its compensating advan- 
tages, and although Christmas here is 
apt to be a pretty lonesome time to 
Americans, they are very apt to find 
cause for congratulation after tbe fes- 
tive season is over In the fact that they 
are safe from tbe cold, tbe snow, the 
slush and tbe blizzards of the north.
